All rejections and/or objections not specifically addressed are herein withdrawn. 

Applicant's amendments to the claims and arguments therein, filed September 9, 2005 
have been considered and are persuasive. 

The rejections of claims 114-122, 126, 127, 129-150, 154, 155, 157-169, and 208-213 
under 35 USC § 102(a), claims 1 14-122, 126, 127, 129-150, 154, 155, 157-169, and 208-213 
under 35 USC § 102(b), claims 1 14-127, 129-169, and 208-213 under 35 USC § 103(a), and 
claims 1 14-169 and 208-213 under 35 USC § 103(a) are withdrawn. 
Claims 114-169 and 208-213 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon entry of the 

amendment, the prior art does not teach or suggest the instant method of administering oral 

insulin to a human patient. The closest prior art of record, Allaudeen, teaches administration of 

oral insulin to dogs, but not to humans at the instant dosages and schedule. Additionally, US 

Patents 5,653,987 and 4,898,733 teach oral insulin in a PEG coated capsule, but do not teach 

conjugates of PEG-insulin in oral administration.
